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Whether  its  on  the  field  or 
in  the  community.  Mo  Vaughn

fin  has  dubbed 

the  rookie  shortstop 
“Spiderman,”  and  it’s  a 
perfect  description  of 
Nomar  Garciaparra.  At 
six  feet  even,  but  only 
175  muscled  pounds,  Garciaparra’s 
appendages  appear  more  prominent  than 
his  torso,  and  his  windmill  style  of  play 
accentuates  his  appendages  even  more.

with  1)  his  gloved  left  Hand;  2)  his  right 
throwing  arm;  his  legs  hy  3)  stealing  a  base; 
4)  taking  an  extra  base;  or  5)  heating  out  an 
infield  hit.  Garciaparra  can  heat  a  team  with 
6)  a  home  run  or  7)  a  hunt,  and  he  can  heat  a 
team  with  8)  his  head. 

In  his  brief  major  league  career, 
Garciaparra  has  played  flashy  yet  steady 
defense.  1  le  made  only  three  errors  in  his  first 
55  games  at  shortstop  —  as  many  as  former 
Red  Sox  Gold  Glove  shortstop  Rick  Burleson 
made  in  his  first  major  league  game. 

"1  le’s  got  the  whole  package:  a  great 
arm,  he’s  fast,  he  reads  the  hall  well,"  said 
t earn utate  Scott  Hatteherg.  “He’s  made  some 


fabulous  plays,  plays  where  I  don’t  know  how 
he  got  to  the  ball.” 

More  than  two  months  into  his  major 
league  career,  Garciaparra  had  stolen  nine 
bases  in  10  attempts  and  had  yet  to  be 
thrown  out  hy  a  catcher.  He  had  already  hit 
nine  home  runs,  including  a  game-winning, 
ninth- inning,  three-run  shot  off  Seattle’s 
Norm  Charlton;  a  12th'inning  blast  to  heat 
Baltimore;  and  a  game-opening  homer  that 
propelled  the  Red  Sox  to  a  win  over 
Cleveland.  Five  weeks  into  the  season  he  was 
hitting  over  .300  and  slugging  over  .500  with 
a  creditable  .366  on-base  percentage.  Twenty- 
three  of  his  first  63  major  league  hits  were 
good  for  extra  bases. 

“He  brings  an  aspect  to  the  game  we 
haven’t  had  since  I’ve  been  here,”  said  team¬ 
mate  Tim  Naehring,  the  Red  Sox  most  senior 
player  who  has  been  here  since  1990. 

In  addition  to  Garciaparra’s  skills,  there 
are  his  smarts. 

“I’ve  been  a  college  coach  for  23  years,” 
said  Jim  Morris,  Garciaparra’s  first  coach  at 
Georgia  Tech,  “and  I  learned  from  Nomar. 
He  knew  more  about  the  game  than  any 
other  18-year-old  kid  I’ve  ever  been  around.” 

So  it  seems  almost  unfair  to  compare 
Garciaparra  to  a  comic-strip,  wall-crawling 
character  like  Spiderman.  If  there’s  been  any 
wall-crawling,  it’s  been  done  by  Red  Sox 
opponents  beaten  by  the  23-year-old 
Garciaparra,  who  has  established  himself  as  a 
bona  fide  candidate  for  American  League 
Rookie  of  the  Year  honors.  No  Red  Sox  player 
has  won  that  award  since  Fred  Lynn  in  1975. 

He  hasn’t  protested  the  moniker  hung  on 
him  by  Vaughn,  but  there’s  really  nothing  com¬ 
ical  about  Nomar  Garciaparra.  He  is  intensely 
serious  about  everything  he  does,  and  he  does  it 
all  off  the  diamond  as  well  as  on  it. 

His  father,  Ramon,  emigrated  to  the 
United  States  from  Guadalajara,  Mexico, 
when  he  was  eight  years  old.  His  mother, 
Sylvia,  was  bom  in  the  United  States,  and 
English  only  was  spoken  around  the  four  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  Garciaparra  household  in  the  Los 
Angeles  suburb  of  Whittier. 

“My  parents  told  me  I  could  learn 


Spanish  later  if  I  wanted,  but  I  never  really 
have,  even  though  some  of  my  relatives  speak 
only  Spanish,”  said  Garciaparra,  who  speaks 
flawless  unaccented  English.  The  neighbor¬ 
hood  was  a  classic  American  melting  pot,  so 
he  didn’t  pick  up  Spanish  from  his  playmates, 
either.  “I  can  understand  Spanish  okay,”  he 
said,  “better  than  I  can  speak  it.” 

How  did  he  get  the  name  Nomar,  which 
is  his  father’s  name  spelled  backwards? 

“That’s  my  middle  name,”  he  explained. 
“My  first  name  is  Anthony.  My  mother 
picked  that  and  said  my  father  could  fill  in 
the  blanks,  and  he  picked  Nomar.  There  were 
a  lot  of  Anthonys  in  school,  so  I  started  using 
my  middle  name.  And  if  I  heard  the  name 
Anthony  at  home,  I  knew  I  was  in  trouble.” 

Nomar  didn’t  hear  the  name  Anthony 
too  often  at  home.  A  bright  student  at  St. 
John  Bosco  High  School  in  Bellflower,  Calif., 
Garciaparra  had  straight  A’s  in  the  classroom 
and  scored  better  than  1200  on  his  college 
boards.  Naturally,  he  excelled  on  the  playing 
fields  at  St.  John  Bosco  as  well.  He  played 
soccer  and  football  and  kicked  a  47-yard  field 
goal  to  set  a  school  record.  He  started  his 
high  school  baseball  career  as  a  catcher, 
moved  to  shortstop  full-time  as  a  junior,  but 
still  closed  out  games  on  the  mound.  The 
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Then  it  was  back  to  Georgia  Tech.  He 
was  asked  to  be  the  placekicker  on  the  foot- 
hall  team  when  his  junior  year  began,  and  he 
accepted  the  offer.  But  a  closer  look  at 
NCAA  rules  revealed  that  the  school  would 
have  to  give  up  one  of  its  football  scholar- 
ships  for  the  next  two  years  if  the 
Yellowjackets  used  him.  Since  Garciaparra 
was  likely  to  be  a  high  draft  pick  in  baseball 
after  his  junior  year,  the  football  team  didn’t 
want  to  lose  the  scholarship  the  following 
year,  and  his  college  football  career  came  to 
an  end  before  it  really  began. 

Garciaparra  hit  .427  with  26  doubles, 


" 

11  triples  and  16  homers  for  the 
Yellowjackets  as  a  junior,  and  the  Red  Sox 
made  him  the  12th  pick  overall  on  the  first 
round  of  the  draft  that  June. 

“At  the  time  I  had  Barry  (Larkin),  I 
made  the  statement  that  I’ll  never  have  the 
chance  to  coach  another  shortstop  as  good 
as  him,”  said  Danny  Hall,  Garciaparra’s  sec¬ 
ond  coach  at  Georgia  Tech  who  had  been  an 
assistant  at  Michigan  when  the  future 
Cincinnati  Reds  star  and  1995  N.L.  MVP 
played  there.  “But  then  I  had  Nomar,  and  1 
had  to  correct  that  statement.  I  won’t  coach 
another  shortstop  as  good  as  those  two.” 


Milwaukee  Brewers  drafted  him  on  the  fifth 
round  in  1991. 

“It  was  a  hig  temptation  (to  sign)  when 
they  are  flinging  money  in  front  of  you  and 
playing  baseball  is  your  dream,”  Garciaparra 
admitted.  “But  it  wasn’t  enough  to  sway  me 
from  getting  an  education.  Baseball  comes  and 
goes;  an  education  stays  with  you  forever.” 

A  tougher  description  for  Garciaparra 
was  deciding  which  college  offer  to  accept. 

“I  could  have  gone  anywhere  1  wanted  in 
California,”  he  said.  “But  I  was  looking  for  a 
school  with  great  academics  and  a  place  where 
1  could  play  both  football  and  baseball.” 

He  narrowed  his  choices  to  UCLA, 
Stanford,  Notre  Dame,  Texas  A&M  and 
Georgia  Tech.  He  picked  Georgia  Tech  but 
opted  not  to  play  football  right  away.  “Since 
I  was  so  far  way  from  home,  I  wanted  to 
focus  on  baseball  my  freshman  year.” 

Garciaparra  played  so  well  as  a  fresh¬ 
man  he  attracted  the  attention  of  University 
of  Miami  coach  Ron  Fraser,  who  would  be 
coaching  the  U.S.  Olympic  baseball  team  in 
1992.  Fraser  invited  Garciaparra  to  try  out  as 
a  walk-on  candidate,  and  Garciaparra  took 
him  up  on  the  offer,  even  though  no  fresh¬ 
man  walk-on  player  had  ever  made  the 
team,  and  the  U.S.  Olympic  Committee 
would  only  pick  up  his  expenses  if  he  actual¬ 
ly  made  the  team.  He  not  only  made  the 
team,  he  was  chosen  to  carry  the  American 
flag  in  front  of  his  teammates  at  the  Opening 
Ceremonies  in  Barcelona  that  summer. 

Garciaparra  said  playing  the  pre- 
Olympic  exhibition  schedule  was  the  tough¬ 
est  baseball  has  ever  been  for  him.  But  it 
may  have  toughened  him  up  mentally  for 
the  future  rigors  of  pro  ball. 

“It  was  more  grueling  than  any  minor 
league  or  major  league  schedule  because  of 
all  the  travel  involved,”  he  explained.  “We’d 
get  up  at  5  a.m.  and  fly  to  the  city  where  the 
next  game  was,  often  in  a  major  league  park. 
We’d  play  a  game  in  the  afternoon,  then 
watch  the  major  league  game,  get  hack  to 
the  hotel  late  at  night,  and  then  get  up  at  5 
a.m.  to  fly  to  the  next  city  and  do  it  all  over 
again.” 
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Hall  predicted  future  major  league  stardom  for  Garciaparra. 

“Nomar  is  a  guy  who  can  hit  .300,  hit  20  home  runs  and  steal 
30  bases.  That’s  a  lot  like  Barry.  Larkin  is  at  the  head  of  the  class,  hut 
in  due  time,  Nomar  will  he  right  beside  him.” 

Garciaparra  signed  with  the  Red  Sox  and  hit  .295  in  28  games 
at  Class  A  Sarasota.  The  following  year,  1995,  he  stole  35  bases  and 
hit  eight  homers  in  125  games  at  Class  AA  Trenton  hut  batted  only 
.267.  That  winter  he  enrolled  at  the  Bollitieri  Baseball  Academy  in 
Bradenton,  Fla.,  designed  to  condition 
ballplayers.  Garciaparra  emerged  from  the 
academy  stronger  and  in  the  best  physical 
condition  of  his  young  life. 

“My  first  full  season  in  Double-A  I  got 
tired  at  the  end,”  he  said.  “I  said  I  had  to  do 
something  to  get  stronger  and  last  for  the 
whole  season.  It  was  the  best  thing  I’ve  ever 
done.” 

The  Red  Sox  invited  him  to  their  major 
league  camp  that  spring,  and  he  hit  .393  with 
a  pair  of  homers  in  39  at-bats  before  spraining 
his  ankle  near  the  end  of  the  exhibition 
schedule.  He  didn’t  report  to  Class  AAA 
Pawtucket  until  mid-April  and  then  hit  a 
pair  of  homers,  stole  a  base  and  drove  in  five 
runs  in  his  debut.  After  three  games  he  was 
back  on  the  disabled  list  with  a  mysterious  hamstring  injury. 

“Not  knowing  what  was  going  on  with  my  leg  was  the  hardest 
thing  I’ve  ever  had  to  go  through  in  baseball,”  Garciaparra  said.  “It 
was  originally  diagnosed  as  a  strained  tendon,  hut  there  was  more  to 
it  than  that.  Finally  they  found  a  doctor  in  California  who  knew 
what  it  was.” 

The  injury  turned  out  to  be  a  tear  in  the  tendon  where  the 
hamstring  is  attached  to  the  hack  of  the  left  knee.  “The  doctor  said 
it  was  too  late  to  repair  it  with  surgery,  so  it  had  to  he  treated  with 
therapy,”  Garciaparra  said. 

It  was  mid-July  before  Garciaparra  returned  to  the  PawSox,  and

he  homered  in  his  first  game  back.  By  the  end  of  August,  when  the 
Red  Sox  called  him  up,  he  was  hitting  .343  with  16  homers  and  46 
RBI  in  just  43  games.  He  then  hit  .241  with  four  homers  and  five 
stolen  bases  in  24  games  for  the  Red  Sox.  He  homered  three  times  in 
the  final  six  games  of  the  season. 

Yet  Garciaparra  downplayed  his  power  at  Pawtucket  and  insist¬ 
ed  he’s  not  really  a  30-homer  threat. 

“We  had  a  lot  of  guys  down  there  who  could  hit  the  ball  out  of 
the  park,”  noted  Garciaparra  of  the  PawSox, 
who  set  an  International  League  record  for 
homers  last  summer.  “Who  were  they  going 
to  pitch  to?  Those  guys  or  the  skinny  guy 
coming  up  to  the  plate?” 

But  Garciaparra ’s  power  is  genuine,  just 
as  genuine  as  all  his  other  myriad  of  skills. 
And  his  reputation  is  growing  exponentially 
throughout  baseball.  That  reputation  will 
undoubtedly  thrust  him  into  the  role  of  a 
model  for  youngsters.  And  this  bright,  talent¬ 
ed  rookie  of  Mexican-American  heritage 
could  become  a  terrific  role  model  for  the 
Hispanic  children  in  America,  a  group 
plagued  by  high  dropout  rates  in  high  school. 

“But  1  wouldn’t  want  to  be  a  role  model 
just  for  Hispanic  kids,”  insisted  Garciaparra, 
an  Academic  All-American  at  Georgia  Tech  who  fully  intends  to 
finish  the  work  for  his  degree  in  management  someday.  “If  I’m  going 
to  he  a  role  model,  I  want  to  he  a  role  model  for  every  kid,  because  I 
don’t  think  in  terms  of  race.  I  wasn’t  brought  up  that  way,  so  I  don’t 
think  that  way.  I’ve  never  seen  myself  as  better  than  anybody  else. 

“If  someone  were  to  ask  me  for  my  advice,  I’d  say  why  limit 
yourself?  I’d  stress  education  because  education  was  always  stressed 
to  me,  and  education  relieves  a  lot  of  stress  in  life.” 

Nomar  Garciaparra,  at  23,  sounds  like  someone  destined  to  touch  all 
the  bases  in  life.  ■

CONTROL  ROOM

As  you  enter  Fenway  Park 
early  on  a  game  day,  you 
immediately  notice  the 
blank  scoreboards  and  the 
total  silence.  The  time 
before  the  game  seems  to 
drag  on  without  music  to  greet  you,  or 
videos  on  the  center-field  scoreboard  to 
entertain  you.  As  the  game  begins,  the 
national  anthem  is  not  played  and  the  play¬ 
ers  are  not  announced.  This  is  what  a  game 
would  be  like  without  the  12  people  who 
operate  the  control  room  at  Fenway  Park. 

During  games  the  control  room  is  the 
nerve  center  of  Fenway  Park.  The  control 
room’s  first  mission  is  to  introduce  the  play¬ 
ers  and  display  the  score  and  balls  and 
strikes.  The  staff  is  stationed  both  inside  and 
outside  of  the  control  room  and  operates  the 
scoreboards  and  the  public  address  announc¬ 
ing,  and  is  responsible  for  constantly  updat¬ 
ing  statistics. 

The  control  room  staff  begins  its  day  an 
hour  and  a  half  prior  to  game  time.  Before 
the  gates  open,  numerous  tasks  have  to  be 
completed  so  the  operation  will  run  smooth¬ 
ly  during  the  game. 

There  are  two  people  who  operate  the 
Green  Monster  from  inside  the  famous  left- 
field  wall.  During  batting  practice,  while 
dodging  baseballs,  they  hang  the  team  names 
for  other  games  going  on  around  the 
American  League.

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Also,  before  the  game,  statistics  have  to  be  entered  into  the 
computer  system  so  that  they  can  be  constantly  updated  throughout 
the  game.  Player  head  shots  have  to  be  scanned  into  a  different  com- 
puter  so  that  they  can  be  shown  on  the  center-field  scoreboard. 

Once  the  gates  open,  “Pennant  Chase”  and  “This  Week  in 
Baseball”  are  played  on  the  center-field  scoreboard  and  the  organ 
music  begins.  The  staff  then  has  to  make  sure  that  the  appropriate 
commercials  are  ready  to  be  played.  Next,  the  pre-game  ceremony 
with  the  lineups  are  read  followed  by  the  national  anthem,  played  by 
the  organist  or  performed  by  a  singer  on  the  field. 

When  the  game  starts,  the  control  room  staff  settles  into  a 
scripted  routine.  The  routine  includes  the  scoreboard  operations, 
playing  the  music  and  updating  statistics. 

The  control  room  gets  camera  feeds  from  either  WABU  TV-68 
or  NESN  depending  on  who  is  telecasting  the  game.  There  is  also  a 
control  room  camera  operator  under  the  600  Club.  All  of  these  feeds 
are  constantly  being  recorded  during  the  game.  When  an  exciting 
play  happens  the  slow  motion  operator  queues  up  the  tape.  The  play 
is  then  shown  on  the  videoboard  in  slow  motion.  The  slow  motion 
operator  also  coordinates  the  commercials  that  are  played  between 
innings. 

The  music  is  coordinated  by  a  click  effects  operator.  The  click 
effects  system  is  a  computer  which  can  download  up  to  40  hours  of 
prerecorded  music.  With  the  click  effects  system,  the  operator  simply 
clicks  on  an  icon  on  the  computer  screen  to  play  a  particular  song. 
The  music  chosen  is  mostly  upbeat  music,  and  is  also  played  during 
batting  practice.  Live  organ  music  is  also  played  throughout  the 
game. 

Most  people  know  that  the  Red  Sox  public  address  announcer, 
Ed  Brickley,  reads  lineup  changes  and  announces  players  as  they  get 


up  to  bat,  but  they  do  not  realize  he  has  other  responsibilities.  He 
controls  the  electronic  scoreboard  on  the  Green  Monster  including 
the  strikes  and  balls,  whether  a  play  has  been  scored  a  hit  or  error 
and  the  number  of  the  batter. 

The  statistician  not  only  keeps  a  running  score  of  the  entire 
game,  but  also  controls  the  strikes,  balls,  hits  and  errors  on  the  cen¬ 
ter-field  and  the  baseline  scoreboards.  The  statistician  is  also  respon¬ 
sible  for  updating  players’  batting  averages  after  each  at-bat,  as  well 
as  pitchers’  earned  run  averages. 

The  matrix  operator  must  have  the  proper  information  on  the 
center-field  scoreboard  during  that  day’s  pre-game  ceremony. 
Advertisements  are  also  played  during  the  game,  and  the  matrix 
operator  must  make  sure  that  they  are  played.  The  matrix  operator 
decides  when  to  put  information  such  as  the  lineup  on  the  center-

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field  scoreboard.  If  time  permits,  groups  of  500  or  more  in  atten- 
dance  receive  a  welcome  message  on  the  center-field  scoreboard. 
When  the  Polaroid  fans  of  the  game  are  chosen,  the  information 
about  the  winners  has  to  he  entered  into  the  computer  by  the 
matrix  operator  so  it  can  he  displayed  on  the  center-field  scoreboard 
at  the  appropriate  time. 

Games  going  on  around  the  league  are  instantaneously  updated 
on  a  computer  system  called  the  Sportsticker.  The  Sportsticker  oper¬ 
ator  gets  the  updated  scores  from  the  system  and  then  enters  them 
into  the  scoreboard.  Phone  contact  is  made  to  the  operators  of  the 
Green  Monster  scoreboard  so  that  they  can  update  the  scores  from 
around  the  American  League.  Also,  the  Sportsticker  operator  must 
report  all  home  runs  hit  around  the  league  to  the  matrix  operator  so 
they  can  be  put  up  on  the  scoreboard  as  “Today’s  Home  Runs.” 

The  switcher  operator  takes  player  head  shots,  camera  feeds 
and  videos  and  meshes  them  together  so  they  can  be  seen  on  the 
center-field  videoboard.  He  is  responsible  for  the  entire  videoboard 
production. 

The  entire  crew  is  connected  by  headsets  and  are  in  constant 
communication  with  each  other  and  the  director,  who  oversees  the 
entire  process. 

At  the  conclusion  of  a  game,  each  member  of  the  control  room 
staff  packs  up  and  heads  home  for  the  night,  with  the  exception  of 
the  organist  who  continues  playing  while  the  fans  exit  the  stadium. 

Next  time  you  attend  a  game  and  notice  the  scoreboard,  the 
music,  or  an  instant  replay,  you’ll  now  have  a  better  idea  of  what  it 
takes  to  make  the  ballpark  come  alive  “electronically.”  ■

Joe  Kerrigan  is  in  his  first  year  as  Red  Sox  pitching  coach  after  serving  in  the  same 
role  with  the  Montreal  Expos  from  1 992-96.  His  1 996  staff  posted  some  impressive 
statistics:  least  hits  allowed  (1,353)  and  3rd  most  strikeouts  (1,206)  in  the  majors, 
and  4th  best  ERA  in  the  N.L.  (3.78)  to  name  a  few.  Joe  has  brought  his  pitching 
expertise  to  the  Red  Sox,  and  fans  can  now  take  a  few  tips  from  the  coach  as  he 
shares  some  of  his  pointers  on  pitching.  In  this  edition  of  Red  Sox  Magazine, 
Kerrigan  responds  to  a  number  of  questions  that  were  once  again  posed  by 

some  of  the  children  at  The  Jimmy  Fund  Clinic. 


Q.  How  do  you  throw  a  sinker?  (A  J.,  age  11) 

A.  #1.  With  loose  arm  and  wrist  action.  Most 
sinkerballers  are  born,  not  made. 

#2.  Grip  the  ball  to  help  you,  which  is  along  the 
two  narrow  seams. 

Q.  Do  you  like  being  a  pitching  coach? 

(Eric  age  7) 

A.  In  a  one  word  answer,  yes! 

Q.  Who  is  your  favorite  pitcher? 

(Rafaela,  age  6) 

A.  All  the  Red  Sox  pitchers.  Most  favorite  on  other 
teams:  Former  greats  Tom  Seaver  and  Nolan 
Ryan  and  current  stars  Tom  Glavine,  Greg 
Maddux.  One  can  learn  a  lot  by  watching  other 
good  pitchers. 

Q.  How  do  you  get  the  baseball  players  to 
listen  to  you?  (Hannah,  age  1 2) 

A.  By  working  with  them,  not  just  talking 
to  them,  a  more  show  and  tell  method. 

The  best  listeners  are  usually  the  best  pitchers. 

Q.  Can  you  teach  me  how  to  pitch? 

(Trevor,  age  4) 

A.  A  good  pitching  coach  believes  he  can  teach 
anyone  how  to  pitch,  Trevor. 

Q.  Do  you  use  videotape  to  help  pitchers? 

(Brian,  age  8) 

A.  Very  much  so.  Today,  pitchers  are  visual  learn¬ 
ers.  All  of  our  coaches  use  it  as  a  teaching  aid. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  when  a  pitcher  is 
tired  and  it's  time  to  bring  m  another 
pitcher?  (Chris,  age  8) 

A*  There  are  key  signs:  sloppy  warmups  between 
innings,  body  language,  throwing  mechanics, 
the  look  on  his  face  and  in  his  eyes,  number  of 
pitches  thrown,  knowing  the  game  situation, 
and  the  manager's  knowledge  and  experience. 


Q.  Doyou 

yell  at  your  pitchers  when 
they  do  had?  (Erin,  age  7) 

A.  Pitchers  have  to  have  a  short  memory.  Always 
look  with  your  eyes  on  the  future,  and  learn  not 
to  repeat  your  mistakes  of  the  past.  Work  and 
practice  even  harder.  Win  or  lose,  we  always  try 
to  talk  to  each  other,  not  yell. 

Q.  What  do  you  say  to  the  players  when 

you  go  to  the  mound?  (Laura,  age  9) 

A.  I  give  them  information  to  help  them  get  this 
next  hitter  out.  Concentrate  on  the  present,  not 
what  just  happened. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  coach  a  little  league  team? 

(Dennis,  age  10) 

A.  No,  Dennis,  I  never  had  a  team,  but  I've  helped 
out  with  my  own  kids'  teams. 

Q.  Why  does  the  hall  move  in  different 
directions  just  by  holding  the  hall  on 
different  seams?  (Peter,  age  1 7) 

A.  The  baseball  seams  are  designed  in  a  way  so 
one  can  grip  the  ball  and  make  it  move  by 
means  of  the  seams  of  the  baseball  rotating 
along  different  lines  as  it  travels  along  its  path 
through  the  air  flow. 

Q.  Should  Ibe  throwing  curve  halls? 

(Sean,  age  12) 

A.  Not  until  your  body  is  more  mature,  say  1 5  or 
16.  Learn  how  to  throw  your  fastball  for  strikes, 
first  and  foremost. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  played  "Uncle  Wigjly?" 
(it's  a  board  game!)  (Kassandra,  age4) 

A.  Yes,  that  and  "Chutes  and  Ladders! "

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Interleague  Play.  It’s  a  part  of  life  now.  Ask  many  of  the  players 
on  the  Red  Sox,  and  they’re  looking  forward  to  a  whole  new  game. 

“Looking  at  it,  it’ll  be  fun  for  the  players,”  said  third  baseman 
Tim  Naehring.  “But  more  importantly,  it’ll  be  fun  for  the  fans.” 

It  all  starts  this  month.  The  Red  Sox  first  venture  into 
Interleague  Play  begins  Friday,  June  13  in  New  York  against  the  Mets. 
Ask  any  Boston  baseball  fan  about  the  Mets,  and  they  can  bring  up 
their  own  memories.  Boston  fans  will  also  see  their  team  host 
Philadelphia,  Atlanta  and  Florida,  with  three  road  games  vs.  the 
Expos. 

It’s  a  big  change  for  the  game.  Debates  have  surfaced  regarding 
its  inception.  They’ll  likely  continue  during  the  middle  of  June  and 
probably  carry  over  into  the  last  portion  of  N.L.  vs.  A.L.  play  in  late 
August  and  early  September. 

The  Phillies,  interestingly  enough,  make  their  first-ever  trip  to 
Fenway  Park,  beginning  June  16  for  three  games.  The  Marlins  come 
to  town,  starting  June  30,  for  three  games.  During  the  last  weekend  of 
August,  it’s  the  N.L.  champion  Braves  (of  the  original  Boston 
Braves),  who  travel  into  Boston  for  three  games. 

“It’s  going  to  be  weird  to  see  the  Braves  in  Fenway  Park,”  said 


Boston  lefty  Steve  Avery,  a  member  of  the  Braves  for  6  1/2  seasons 
before  signing  as  a  free  agent  with  the  Red  Sox  January  10.  “Those 
tickets  are  going  to  be  at  a  premium,”  Avery  said.  “You’re  going  to  see 
a  guy  you  might  only  get  a  chance  to  see  every  three  or  four  years.  I 
think  it’ll  definitely  be  good  for  the  interest  of  the  game.” 

That’s  the  general  theme  surrounding  talk  of  Interleague  Play. 
It’ll  be  good  for  the  future  of  The  Game.  The  Red  Sox  have  a  num¬ 
ber  of  players  on  this  year’s  roster  with  National  League  backgrounds. 
For  them,  it  will  definitely  be  interesting. 

You’ll  have  younger  players  asking  veterans  about  certain  other 
players.  Bullpens  that  have  a  combination  of  players  with  experience

in  both  leagues  will  be  trading  insights  on  players  they  may  he  famil¬ 
iar  with.  It  even  brings  a  whole  new  meaning  to  scouting,  creating 
the  need  to  watch  the  other  league  more  closely  —  not  just  when  a 
team  may  he  in  the  hunt  for  a  league  championship. 

“I’ve  been  in  both  leagues,”  said  Boston  closer  Heathcliff 
Slocumb,  a  member  of  the  Phillies  in  1994  and  ‘95.  “As  far  as  pitch¬ 
ing,  I  think  it’s  going  to  be  a  plus.  You  know  the  tendencies. 

“I  think  what’s  going  to  happen  is  the  guy  from  either  league 
that’s  switched  is  the  one  players  will  go  to  to  find  out  who  he’s 
played  against,”  he  continued.  “A  lot  of  guys  will  be  talking  in  the 
bullpen.  A  lot  of  guys  will  be  talking  in  the  clubhouse,  asking  a 
whole  bunch  of  questions  and  trying  to  get  as  much  information  as 
possible.  I  think  it’ll  be  exciting.” 

It’ll  also  match  a  league,  commonly  known  as  a  “pitcher’s 
league,”  the  National  League,  vs.  one  called  the  “hitters’  league.” 

“I  see  the  difference  with  games  over  here,”  said  lefty  reliever 
Butch  Henry,  a  National  Leaguer  his  past  four  seasons  in  the  majors. 
“The  lineups,  from  top  to  bottom,  are  better  over  here.  In  the 
National  League,  you  had  to  worry  about  four  or  five  hitters  —  max. 
Here  you  have  nine  guys  that  can  hurt  you. 

“From  a  fan’s  standpoint,”  he  continued,  “there’s  going  to  be  a 
lot  of  interest.  I  think  it’ll  be  a  real  shot-in-the-arm  for  baseball.” 

New  lineups.  Additional  attention  paid  to  the  other  league  and 
unusual  managerial  situations  in  the  middle  of  the  season.  That’s 
only  some  of  the  quirks  that  come  with  it. 

“Don’t  let  anybody  tell  you  differently.  It’s  a  different  game 
plan,”  said  Naehring,  a  member  of  the  Red  Sox  for  all  of  his  six-plus 
seasons  in  the  majors. 

“You  introduce  a  pitcher  who  has  to  bunt,  you’re 
taking  a  DH  out  of  the  lineup,”  he  continued. 

“I’m  sure  it’ll  be  managed  a  little  bit  differently.” 

But  the  Red  Sox  have  a  staff  with  an  abun-

dance  of  NT.  experience.  Manager  Jimy  Williams  was  a  coach  for  the 
Braves  for  the  past  seven  seasons.  Pitching  coach  Joe  Kerrigan  had  the 
same  job  with  Montreal  the  last  five  years.  Wendell  Kim,  the  club’s  third 
base  coach,  held  a  similar  role  with  San  Francisco  the  last  eight  years. 
Bench  coach  Grady  Little  was  bullpen  coach  for  San  Diego  last  season. 

“You’ve  got  a  manager  from  the  National  League  and  a  pitching 
coach  who’s  been  in  the  N.L.  for  a  few  years  —  so  I  think  there’s  a 
wealth  of  knowledge  of  the  N.L.  already  here,"  said  Henry. 

With  Interleague  Play  comes  the  marquee  matchups.  Mo  vs. 
Greg  Maddux  and  Tom  Glavine.  Avery  against  his  former  team. 
Mark  McGwire  vs.  the  Rockies,  in  Coors  Field,  no  less. 

“Oh,  geez,  McGwire  in  Colorado,”  said  Williams.  “The  other 
sports  have  it.  1  think  people  will  like  to  see  the  other  teams  come 
into  their  ballpark.” 

It’s  the  new  look  that’s  most  intriguing.  And  it’s  generated  some 
real  interest  for  certain  series,  including  the  Braves’  visit  to 
Boston. 

“It’s  my  understanding  that  sales  of  those 
tickets  for  the  Braves  are  at  a  premium,” 
Williams  said.  “People  here  must  think 
(Interleague  Play)  is  good. 

“The  only  thing  is,  seeing  it’s  here  in 
Boston,  I’ll  have  to  buy  dinner  for  Coxie 
(Atlanta  manager  Bobby  Cox),  joked 
Williams. 

Slocumb,  for  one,  sees  the  players  paying  a 
little  more  attention  to  their  peers  in  the  other 
league.  “I  think  there’s  certain  guys  —  like  the  marquee 
players  —  you  want  to  see  what  they’re  like,”  he 
explained.  “Many  you  only  see  in  spring  training. 
Now  it’ll  be  when  the  lights  come  on  and 
you’re  ready  to  rock.

“They’ll  say:  ‘I’ve  heard  so  much  about  this  guy.  Let’s  take  a  look 

now. 

With  it,  however,  comes  the  advent  of  change.  Traditionalist  vs. 
purist.  Oldtime  baseball  fan  vs.  newcomer.  A  mix  of  both  leagues 
brings  many  possibilities  for  the  marketing  of  The  Game. 

“Change  is  not  always  done  because  people  are  afraid  of 
it,”  said  Naehring,  “but  it’s  done,  usually,  for  the  good.  You 
look  at  what  Camden  Yards  has  done  for  the  city  of 
Baltimore  and  Jacobs  Field  for  Cleveland.  There’s  no  ques- 
tion  there  was  major  change  there.” 

Right-handed  pitcher  Tom  Gordon,  an  American  Leaguer  for 
all  of  his  eight-plus  seasons  in  the  majors,  finds  another  reason  to  be 
excited  about  Interleague  Play. 

“The  big  thing  is  we’ll  get  a  chance  to  play  in  different  parks 
and  he  a  part  of  the  National  League,”  he  said.  “To  me  the  excite¬ 
ment  of  the  game  will  mean  more  than  anything.  There’s  certain 
guys  in  the  A.L.  —  that  when  they  get  ready  to  retire  —  may  want  to 
play  in  the  N.L.  So  it  gives  them  a  chance  to  see  how  they  like  it.” 

A  new  road  trip  to  Montreal  for  Red  Sox  players.  Teal  hats  in 
Fenway  with  the  Marlins.  It’ll  definitely  he  an  unfamiliar  look  for 


many  the  first  time. 

“I  think  it’ll  be  a  little  different  for  guys  who  spent  their  whole 
career  in  one  league,”  said  Slocumb.  For  others,  it’s  no  change  at  all. 

“It’s  going  to  he  different  —  American  League  vs.  National 
League,”  said  rookie  shortstop  Nomar  Garciaparra.  “But  for  me  it’ll 
just  feel  like  it’s  supposed  to  he.” 

There  are  some,  however,  that  don’t  think  it’s  a  great  idea. 

“I’m  old  fashioned,”  said  Vaughn.  “I  think  the  World  Series 
should  be  played  by  two  teams  that  have  not  played  each  other.  It’ll 
be  like  spring  training.  Of  course,  everything  counts.  But  in  my  mind, 
I  really  don’t  care  for  it.” 

A  whole  new  idea  has  come  to  Major  League  Baseball.  For 
many,  it’s  only  an  alteration  that  will  lead  to  years  of  new  interest. 

“We  talked  about  the  benefit  when  it  came  up,”  said  Slocumb. 
“Most  of  the  guys  were  for  it,  knowing  it  would  bring  excitement.” 

“You  can  be  traditionalist  and  still  enjoy  change,”  said 
Naehring.  “I’ve  always  been  a  fan  and  will  always  be  a  fan.” 

It’s  here.  The  Red  Sox  are  looking  forward  to  it.

Gary  Bell  began  the  1967  baseball  season  in  a 
Cleveland  Indians’  uniform,  expecting  to  be  back  in 
his  San  Antonio,  Texas  home  when  the  World 
Series  rolled  around  in  October.  But  a  great  trade  by 
Red  Sox  General  Manager  Dick  O’Connell,  several 
key  wins  down  the  the  stretch  by  Bell  for  his  new  team,  and  a  story' 
book  finish  by  the  “Cardiac  Kids,”  all  converged  to  send  Bell  to  the 
Fall  Classic  for  the  first  time  in  his  10-year  big  league  career. 

“These  were  the  old  Cleveland  Indians,”  recalls  Bell,  “and  they 
weren’t  going  anywhere  that  year.  You  start  off  hopeful  in  spring 
training,  but  I  knew  down  deep  that  they  were  a  second-division  ball 
club.  I  thought  the  only  way  I  would  get  to  the  World  Series  was  to 
buy  a  ticket.” 

Gary  Bell  is  one  of  the  funnier  men  to  ever  play  the  game  of  base¬ 
ball.  Following  the  memorable  1967  season,  he  shared  the  head  table 
with  Manager  Dick  Williams  at  a  banquet  honoring  the  team.  A  ques¬ 
tioner  asked  Bell  what  kind  of  hitter  Manager  Williams  had  been 
when  the  two  played  against  one  another.  Without  skipping  a  beat, 
Bell  responded,  “Without  a  doubt,  the  toughest  hitter  I  ever  faced.” 

Deep  in  the  Heart  of  Texas 

Bell  grew  up  in  San  Antonio,  which  is  generally  football  coun¬ 
try.  “I  played  three  sports  as  a  teenager.  Most  of  the  big  leaguers  in 
the  ‘60s  had  been  three-sport  stars  in  high  school.  I  was  probably  a 
better  football  and  basketball  player,  but  baseball  was  my  first  love.” 

He  grew  up  within  walking  distance  of  the  home  field  for  the 
San  Antonio  Missions,  then  a  Triple- A  farm  team  for  the  old  St. 
Louis  Browns  (now  the  Baltimore  Orioles).  “We  were  a  long  way 
from  the  nearest  big  league  city,  but  everybody  used  to  listen  to  the 
Browns  and  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  on  the  radio.  I  spent  every 
minute  1  could  at  the  Missions’  park.  They  got  so  tired  of  throwing 
me  out,  that  they  finally  gave  me  a  job.” 

The  Cleveland  Indians  signed  Bell  right  out  of  high  school. 


“Red  Sox  scout  Hank  Severoid  had  been  great  to  me  while  I  was 
playing  American  Legion  ball,  but  the  Indians  had  all  those  great 
pitchers  like  Hall  of  Famers  Early  Wynn,  Bob  Lemon  and  Bob  Feller, 
and  they  convinced  me  that  1  would  he  their  heir  apparent.  Of  course 
the  first  time  I  met  them  in  spring  training,  they  wouldn’t  give  me 
the  time  of  day  since  they  figured  I  might  take  their  jobs  someday.” 

After  three,  and  part  of  a  fourth  season  in  the  Cleveland  minor 
league  system,  Bell  was  called  up  to  the  big  leagues  at  the  age  of  2 1  in 
1958.  He  got  off  to  a  fast  start,  winning  12  games  in  his  rookie  sea¬ 
son,  and  16  the  following  year,  his  first  full  season  in  the  major 
leagues.  Gary  made  the  American  League  All-Star  team  the  next 
year,  but  soon  his  career  and  the  fortunes  of  the  Cleveland  Indians 
were  in  decline. 

From  1962  to  1965  Bell  pitched  almost  exclusively  out  of  the 
bullpen,  and  the  Tribe  assumed  permanent  residence  in  the  second 
division  of  the  American  League.  In  1966,  he  returned  to  a  starting 
role  and  made  a  nice  comeback  with  14  victories.  But  in  June  of 
1967,  he  was  mired  in  the  doldrums  with  a  1-5  record.

Gary  Bell  returned  to  Fenway  in  1984  to  participate  in  that  year's  Old-Timers'  Game. 


“I  enjoyed  my  career  in  Cleveland,  but 
it  was  beginning  to  seem  like  a  life  sentence. 
It  was  tough  looking  up  at  70,000  empty 
seats  at  old  Municipal  Stadium.”  And  then 
along  came  Dick  O’Connell  of  the  Red  Sox 
to  the  rescue. 

The  Pennant  Drive 

Red  Sox  General  Manager  O’Connell 
recognized  early  in  the  1967  season  that  the 
American  League  pennant  was  up  for  grabs, 
and  that  the  Boston  team  was  just  a  few  key 
moves  away  from  contention.  He  proceeded 
to  pick  up  infielder  Jerry  Adair  from  the 
Chicago  White  Sox,  and  Adair  proved  to  be 
the  team  sparkplug  for  the  balance  of  the 
season.  Adding  catcher  Elston  Howard  from 
the  Yankees  provided  leadership,  and  the 
acquisition  of  Ken  Harrelson  late  in  the  sea¬ 
son  filled  the  void  in  right  field  by  the  tragic 
beaning  of  Tony  Conigliaro. 

But  most  observers  felt  that 
O’Connell’s  acquisition  of  Bell  in  early  June 
in  exchange  for  first  baseman  Tony  Horton 
was  his  best  move  of  all.  Bell  added  a  proven 
starter  to  a  staff  whose  only  stopper  was  Jim 
Lonborg.  Best  of  all,  he  won  12  important 
games  during  his  four  months  with  the  team. 
And  when  the  season  came  to  a  close,  Dick 
O’Connell  was  voted  Baseball  Executive  of 
the  Year  by  The  Sporting  News  and  by  UPI. 

Bell  pitched  in  a  lot  of  important  games 
during  the  Red  Sox  drive  to  the  pennant.  His 
most  memorable  was  the  second  game  of  a 
doubleheader  against  his  former  teammates 
in  Cleveland  on  July  23,  1967.  The  Red  Sox 
had  put  together  a  nine-game  winning  streak, 
and  Bell  was  returning  to  Municipal  Stadium 
for  the  first  time  since  he  was  traded. 

“You  have  to  remember,  I  had  spent  my 
while  adult  life  in  the  Cleveland  organiza¬ 
tion,  almost  10  of  them  at  the  big  league 
level.  Six  weeks  earlier  I  had  been  drinking 
beers  and  swapping  lies  with  the  guys  I  was 
about  to  pitch  to.  It  felt  a  little  strange  —  I 
had  to  be  careful  that  1  didn’t  walk  into  the 
wrong  dugout.” 

Bell’s  pitching  opponent  that  Sunday 
afternoon  was  Luis  Tiant,  who  would  have 
his  own  career  revived  when  he  joined  the 
Boston  Red  Sox  five  years  later.  Bell  and  El 


Tiante  hooked  up  in  a  pretty  good  pitchers’ 
duel,  but  Conigliaro  broke  it  open  with  a 
two-run  home  run  in  the  fifth  inning.  Bell 
cruised  to  a  complete  game  5-1  victory,  lim¬ 
iting  his  old  teammates  to  five  hits.  The  win 
brought  the  Red  Sox  winning  streak  to  10, 
their  longest  since  1951. 

When  the  Red  Sox  returned  to  Logan 
Airport  that  Sunday  evening,  they  were 
greeted  hy  a  cheering  throng  estimated  at 
between  10,000  and  15,000  fans.  Boston  had 
gone  for  over  20  years  without  a  pennant  win¬ 
ner,  and  the  fans  knew  they  had  a  contender. 

“We  couldn’t  believe  the  size  of  the 
mob  waiting  for  us,”  Bell  recalls.  “I’m  not 
very  good  at  estimating  crowds,  but  I  know 
there  were  more  people  at  the  airport  to 
meet  us,  than  there  were  in  the  stands  in 
Cleveland  that  afternoon.” 

Red  Sox  fans  had  caught  pennant 
fever,  and  they  would  fill  Fenway  Park  to 
overflowing  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 
Boston  fans  were  rewarded  with  one  of  the 
most  exciting  pennant  races  in  baseball  his¬ 
tory.  Bell  did  his  part  down  the  stretch,  win¬ 
ning  six  games  in  August  and  September, 
running  his  record  to  12-8  for  his  four 
months  with  the  team. 

Looking  3ac> 

Bell  got  off  to  a  great  start  for  the  Red 
Sox  in  1968.  Things  were  going  so  well  that 


he  was  named  to  the  American  League  All- 
Star  team  by  manager  Dick  Williams.  But  he 
tailed  off  in  the  second  half,  and  the  Red 
Sox  left  him  unprotected  in  that  winter’s 
expansion  draft.  The  Seattle  Pilots  (now  the 
Milwaukee  Brewers)  drafted  Bell,  and  his 
stay  in  Boston  was  over. 

“I  was  really  sorry  to  leave  the  city.  The 
ball  club  treated  me  very,  very  well.  And 
those  fans  in  Boston  are  the  greatest.  I  played 
for  12  years  in  the  majors,  in  four  different 
cities,  and  Red  Sox  fans  are  the  best  by  far." 

His  stay  in  Seattle  was  cut  short  when 
he  was  traded  to  the  Chicago  White  Sox  in 
June.  He  was  with  the  Pilots  long  enough  to 
strike  up  a  lifelong  friendship  with  Jim 
Bouton,  the  former  Yankee  pitcher  and 
author  of  Ball  Four,  the  original  baseball 
expose. 

Bell  appeared  in  23  games  for  the 
White  Sox,  but  was  given  his  outright 
release  at  the  end  of  the  season.  At  the  age 
of  32,  his  big  league  career  was  over. 

“I  had  to  figure  out  what  I  was  going  to 
do  to  make  a  living.  In  those  days,  ballplayers 
didn’t  do  a  whole  lot  of  long-term  planning. 
All  I  really  knew  was  how  to  play  baseball." 

Bell  ended  up  back  in  his  hometown  of 
San  Antonio  where  he  put  his  good  nature 
and  wit  to  work  in  sales.  Today  he  operates  a 
sporting  goods  store  there  and  supplies  uni¬ 
forms  to  school  athletic  teams  throughout

“Folks  down  here  don’t  really  think  of  me 
as  an  ex-big  league  ballplayer.  This  isn’t  really 
baseball  country.  If  somebody  does  recognize  my 
name,  I  know  they’re  from  back  east,”  Bell 
laughs. 

Fantasy  Canp 

At  this  point,  Gary’s  closest  connection 
to  baseball  is  his  annual  appearance  at  the  Red 
Sox  Fantasy  Camp.  The  camp,  which  takes 
place  in  early  February  each  year  in  Fort  Myers, 
Florida,  allows  fans  to  play  ball  with  former 
Red  Sox  greats  like  Bell,  Bill  Lee  and  Bill 
Monbouquette. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  week-long 
camp  is  the  “Kangaroo  Court”  which  is  held 
every  evening  to  raise  money  for  the  Dana- 
Farber  Cancer  Institute  and  the  Jimmy  Fund. 
Bell  has  run  the  proceedings  for  as  long  as  any¬ 
one  can  remember. 

“Yes,  he  is  a  very  funny  man”  according 
to  former  Red  Sox  relief  ace  Dick  Radatz,  who 
played  straight  man  for  Gary  for  many  years. 
“But  he  has  also  raised  over  $50,000  for  the 
Jimmy  Fund  doing  his  routine  over  the  years,” 
according  to  Radatz. 

Vintage  Gary  Bell  at  Kangaroo  Court: 

Bell:  “We’re  fining  you  $5.  Your  uniform 
didn’t  have  a  belt  today;  what’s  your  excuse?” 

Camper:  “I  left  it  in  my  hotel  room.” 

Bell:  “That’s  another  $5.  Equipment 
never  leaves  the  lockerroom.  You  can  appeal 
you  know.” 

Camper:  “Okay.  I  appeal  the  verdict.” 

Bell:  “Appeal  denied.  When  you  lose  an 
appeal,  your  fine  is  doubled.  That  will  be  20 
big  ones,  pardner. .  .thank  you  very  much.” 

“To  me,  Gary  Bell  is  the  fantasy  camp,” 
says  Joe  Solomon,  an  attorney  from  New  Jersey 
who  has  attended  the  camp  nine  times.  “His 
good  nature  and  humor  set  the  tone  for  the 
whole  week.” 

Bell  looks  forward  to  the  camp  each  year, 
but  he  fears  that  his  pitching  skills  have  atro¬ 
phied.  “When  you  start  giving  up  extra-base 
hits  to  80-year-old  bankers,  you  know  you’ve 
lost  something  off  your  fastball.  The  only  way  I 
can  get  back  at  them  is  at  the  Kangaroo  Court.” 

Gary  Bell  always  gets  the  last  word.  His 
last  words  for  this  article  were:  “Tell  all  those 
fans  up  in  Boston  that  I  miss  ‘em.  They  are  just 
the  greatest.”  ■ 


The  Sox  played  steady  baseball  in  June, 
keeping  pace  and  strengthening  themselves 
with  valuable  player  acquisitions.  On  one 
occasion  they  demonstrated  their  aggres¬ 
sive  capabilities,  their  “coming  together” 
as  a  team,  as  Lonborg,  Yastrzemski,  and 
others  continued  to  lead  by  example. 

June  2  —  Jim  Lonborg  held  the  Indians 
hitless  in  Cleveland  through  7  1/3  innings 
before  giving  up  only  three  hits  and  one  run 
in  the  eventual  2-1  Red  Sox  win.  Lonnie 
improved  his  record  to  7-1.  Carl 
Yastrzemski’s  two-run  home  run  was  the  dif¬ 
ference. 

June  3  —  Impressive  pitching  by  Dennis 
Bennett  (6  IP,  6  H,  2  R)  and  Jose  Santiago 
(3  IP,  0  H,  0  R)  held  the  Tribe  as  the  Sox 
won  6-2.  The  Sox  scored  five  runs  early  to 
help  their  cause.  Boston  acquired  infielder 
Jerry  Adair  from  the  White  Sox  for  pitchers 
Don  McMahon  and  Rob  Snow. 

June  4  —  To  help  shore  up  their  pitching, 
the  Red  Sox  obtained  pitcher  Gary  Bell 
from  the  Indians  in  exchange  for  first  base¬ 
man  Tony  Horton  and  outfielder  Don 
Demeter. 

June  8  —  After  a  5-2  loss  in  game  one, 
Yastrzemski  went  4-5  (1  HR,  2  RBI)  in  game 
two  vs.  the  White  Sox  in  Chicago  to  lead 
Boston’s  7-3  win.  After  a  difficult  first 
inning,  recently  acquired  Bell  settled  down 
nicely  and  went  the  route  for  his  first  Red 
Sox  win.  He  chipped  in  with  two  of  the  15 
Boston  hits.  Adair  had  three  hits. 

June  9  —  Five  Red  Sox  home  runs  (Yaz,  2, 
Foy  2,  R.  Smith)  led  Boston  to  an  8-7  win 
over  the  Senators  in  Fenway  Park.  Over  the 
last  1 1  games,  the  hot-hitting  Yaz  was  at 
.513  (20-39,  6  HR,  10  RBI)  at  game’s  end. 
John  Wyatt  struck  out  two  in  the  ninth  to 
save  the  game  for  Jose  Santiago. 

June  12  —  Russ  Gibson’s  1st  major  league 
home  run,  a  two-run  blast,  and  Gary  Bell’s 
2nd  straight  complete  game  silenced  the 
Yankees  at  Fenway  Park,  3-1. 

June  14  —  George  Scott  belted  two,  and 
Yaz  one,  as  the  Sox  rebounded  from  their 
game  one  loss  to  take  the  nightcap  6-1  vs. 
Chicago  at  Fenway.  White  Sox  manager 
Eddie  Stanky,  who  angered  the  Fenway  fans 
for  his  earlier  derogatory  remarks  about 
Yastrzemski,  was  ejected  from  the  game  for 
protesting,  much  to  the  delight  of  the  boo¬ 
ing  throng. 


June  15  —  Tony  Conigliaro’s  dramatic  and 
timely  two-run  homer,  on  a  3-2  pitch,  in  the 
11th  inning  with  two  outs  salvaged  the  win 
vs.  Chicago  as  an  elated  Fenway  Park  erupted. 
June  17  —  Lonborg  increased  his  record  to 
8-2  as  the  Sox  beat  the  Senators  5-1  in  D.C. 
Stadium.  Tony  C  (solo  home  run)  and  Yaz 
(two  RBI)  were  the  hitting  heroes. 

June  20  —  Joe  Foy  smashed  a  grand  slam, 
and  Yaz  a  solo  homer  to  help  Bell  five-hit 
New  York  for  his  third  Red  Sox  win,  7-1,  at 
Yankee  Stadium. 

June  21  —  The  Sox  and  Yanks  literally 
slugged  it  out,  and  the  Sox  emerged  victors, 
8-1,  giving  Lonborg  his  ninth  victory.  A 
bench-clearing  brawl  in  the  bottom  of  the 
second  inning  was  precipitated  by  a  beaning 
to  Yankee  pitcher  Thad  Tillotson,  in 
response  to  a  beaning  to  Foy  in  the  top  half 
of  the  inning.  Yaz  and  Conigliaro  each  went 
3-4  with  seven  RBI  between  them. 

June  23  —  A  crowd  of  30,233  welcomed 
the  Sox  back  to  Fenway  as  they  beat  the 
Indians  8-4.  Foy  had  four  of  the  Red  Sox  13 
hits. 

June  24  —  The  Sox  sold  Dennis  Bennett 
to  the  Mets,  optioned  Billy  Rohr  to  Toronto 
and  called  up  Sparky  Lyle. 

June  25  —  In  intense  heat,  and  with  relief 
help  from  Santiago  (3  2/3  IP),  Bell  notched 
his  100th  major  league  win  beating  the 
Indians  8-3  at  Fenway.  Home  runs  by  Yaz 
(his  18th),  Foy  (10th)  and  Bob  Tillman 
(1st)  paved  the  way  for  the  Sox. 

June  27  —  A  3-2  win  over  Minnesota 
moved  the  Sox  into  sole  possession  of  third 
place,  six  games  behind  Chicago.  Yaz  and 
Petrocelli  were  named  starters  to  the  A.L. 
All-Star  Team. 

June  30  —  Tony  C’s  450-foot,  three-run 
homer  in  the  sixth  inning  vs.  the  A’s  in 
Kansas  City  secured  the  win  for  Bell  and  the 
Red  Sox.  Scott  also  homered  in  the  first 
inning.  Tony  C  was  named  to  the  A.L.  All- 
Star  Team  by  Baltimore  manager  Hank  Bauer. 

The  Sox  finished  June  37-34,  in  3rd  place, 
5  1/2  games  behind  Chicago.  Petrocelli, 
Conigliaro  and  Yastrzemski  continued 
among  the  league  leaders  in  batting  at 
.296,  .308  and  .331  respectively.  Yaz  was 
3rd  in  home  runs  with  18,  and  he  was  tied 
for  second  with  Harmon  Killebreiv  with  53 
RBI.  Lonborg  ivas  5th  in  the  league  with  a 
10-3  (.754)  win-loss  record.

Darren  Bragg  grew  up  in  a 

divided.  Both  his  grandfather  and 
father  were  baseball  fans,  hut  as  with 
many  families  in  Connecticut,  that’s  where 
the  similarities  end.  His  grandfather  was  a 
diehard  Red  Sox  fan,  and  his  father  a  diehard  Yankees  fan.  Darren 
picked  his  father’s  team  as  a  youth,  hut  now  his  grandfather’s  team  is 
the  one  whose  uniform  he  proudly  wears. 

“Once  the  Yankees  heyday  was  over  in  the  eighties,  1  pretty 
much  was  just  a  baseball  fan,”  said  the  Waterhury,  Connecticut 
native.” 

A  graduate  of  Taft  High  School,  Bragg  starred  in  football,  base- 
hall  and  basketball  while  in  high  school,  hut  he  knew  that  he  want¬ 
ed  to  play  baseball  and  so  chose  Georgia  Tech  and  the  Atlantic 
Coast  Conference  for  college. 

“Growing  up  in  Connecticut  you  only  played  14  games  a  sea¬ 
son  and  maybe  got  30  at-bats,”  Bragg  said.  “Most  of  those  games 
were  played  in  snow,  ice  or  bad  conditions.  Kids  who  grow  up  in 
Florida,  California  or  a  warmer  climate  play  all  year  round,  and 
that’s  why  1  went  to  school  in  the  south.” 

Bragg  knew  he  was  always  one  of  the  top  players  in 
Connecticut,  hut  by  playing  in  one  of  the  top  baseball  confer¬ 
ences  in  the  country  and  one  of  the  top  schools  in  the  con¬ 
ference,  he  really  tested  his  skills. 

“I  knew  I’d  find  out  whether  1  had  what  it  took 
to  make  it  to  the  professional  ranks,  and  I  was  able 
to  get  it  done  in  college  and  ever  since.” 

At  Georgia  Tech  he  set  an  ACC 
record  with  73  walks  in  1989  and  was  a 
third  team  All-American  selection  in 
1990  hitting  .397.  He  was  all  ACC 
first  team  in  1990  and  1991,  played  with  Team  USA  in  1990  and 
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BRAGG 


participated  in  the  Goodwill  Games. 

At  5-9,  180,  the  future  Red  Sox  out- 
fielder  was  on  his  way  to  professional  base- 
hall  after  being  drafted  by  the  Seattle 
Mariners  in  the  1991  June  draft. 

While  hitting  from  the  left  side  of  the 
plate  and  throwing  right-handed,  Bragg  was 
a  shortstop  in  high  school  and  college.  "It 
wasn’t  until  my  junior  year  in  college  that  I 
was  moved  to  the  outfield,  but  I’m  glad  my 
coaches  made  that  decision  to  move  me,” 
Bragg  said. 

His  first  two  years  in  professional  base¬ 
ball  he  played  for  Peninsula  of  the  Carolina 
League  where  he  led  the  league  in  both  runs 
(83)  and  walks  (105)  in  his  second  year.  He 
also  had  58  RBI  and  44  extra-base  hits. 


Interestingly  enough  he  also  pitched  three 
innings  of  shutout  relief  that  season. 

That  earned  him  a  spot  on  the 
Carolina  League  All-Star  team  and  a  pro¬ 
motion  the  following  year  to  Jacksonville  of 
the  Southern  League.  He  was  the  Southern 
League  leader  in  walks  with  81  and  10th  in 
on-base  percentage  (.382)  in  1993.  Once 
again  he  demonstrated  his  versatility  as  he 
pitched  one  inning. 

“I  was  fortunate  that  I  got  drafted  by 
Seattle  because  they  drafted  me  as  a  center 
fielder,  and  most  of  their  top  draft  picks 
were  pitchers,  catchers  or  infielders  because 
they  had  Junior  Griffey  in  the  minors,  so  I 
got  to  play  every  day,”  Bragg  said. 

In  1994  his  climb  up  the  ladder  con¬ 


tinued  as  he  started  the  season  with  Calgary 
of  the  AAA  Pacific  Coast  League.  He  tore 
the  League  apart  as  he  was  second  in  runs 
(112),  third  in  hits  (175),  total  bases  (271), 
and  on-base  percentage  (.430),  and  fourth 
in  batting  average  (.350).  His  highlights 
that  season  included  being  named  Mariners 
Minor  League  Player  of  the  Year  and  hitting 
.625  (10-16)  with  two  home  runs  and  five 
RBI  in  the  first  four  games  of  the  season 
before  his  contract  was  purchased  on  April 
1 1 .  Baseball  America  named  him  the  number 
10  major  league  prospect  that  season.  A 
short  eight-game  call-up  by  the  Mariners 
that  year  showed  his  future  promise  as  he 
had  four  hits  in  19  at-bats  with  two  RBI  and 
two  walks. 

Minor  league  coaches  Steve  Smith 
and  Marc  Hill  were  instrumental  in  Bragg’s 
success  in  the  minor  leagues.  “They  told  me 
I  belonged,  and  when  your  coach  tells  you 
that,  you  believe  it  at  a  young  age,  and  go 
out  and  prove  it.  You  don’t  want  to  let  them 
down.” 

The  following  season,  1995,  saw  Bragg 
split  his  time  between  Seattle  and  Tacoma 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  League.  He  opened  the 
year  with  the  Mariners  and  went  3-9  in  two 
opening  season  wins  over  the  Detroit

CONDUCT 


Welcome  to  Friendly  Fenway  Park,  home  of 
the  Boston  Red  Sox.  To  preserve  the  family 
atmosphere  and  to  ensure  that  your  visit 
is  safe,  enjoyable,  and  memorable, 
please  adhere  to  the  following  guidelines 
of  behavior  in  the  ballpark. 

1.  The  following  items  are  prohibited:  beach  balls 
or  inflatable  objects  of  any  kind,  alcoholic 
beverages,  bottles,  cans  or  containers  of  any 
sort,  and  offensive  articles  or  objects.  No  ban¬ 
ners  will  be  allowed  into  the  ballpark  to  be 
hung  or  paraded. 

2.  Any  person  observed  with  offensive  articles,  or 
using  offensive  language,  will  be  promptly 
ejected  from  the  park.  Disorderly  behavior  of 
any  kind  will  not  be  tolerated  and  will  result  in 
appropriate  action  by  the  Boston  Police. 

3.  Fans  are  permitted  to  keep  foul  balls  hit  into 
the  stands  as  souvenirs.  However,  fans  must 
not  go  onto  the  field  or  interfere  in  any  way 
with  a  ball  in  play.  Fans  interfering  with  play 
or  entering  onto  the  field  will  be  subject  to 
immediate  ejection,  arrest,  and  prosecution. 

4.  All  seating  areas  in  Fenway  Park  are  smoke- 
free.  There  are  designated  non-alcohol 
sections:  Grandstand  Sections  32  and  33. 
These  sections  have  been  set  aside,  and  no 
alcoholic  beverages  and/or  smoking  will  be 
allowed  in  these  areas.  Red  Sox  Security  will 
strictly  enforce  this  prohibition. 

5.  It  is  illegal  for  individuals  to  offer  tickets  for 
resale  to  the  public.  Failure  to  adhere  to  this 
policy  could  result  in  arrest  and  criminal 
prosecution. 

6.  Laws  prohibiting  consumption  of  alcoholic 
beverages  by  minors,  illegal  drugs,  and  disor¬ 
derly  conduct  of  any  kind,  including  intoxica¬ 
tion,  will  be  strictly  enforced  in  Fenway  Park. 

7.  The  throwing  of  any  object  in  the  stands  or 
onto  the  playing  field  is  strictly  prohibited. 
Those  engaging  in  such  conduct  will  be 
subject  to  immediate  ejection. 

8.  Persons  occupying  a  seat  for  which  they  are 
not  ticketed  will  be  subject  to  ejection  from 
the  ballpark. 

The  Boston  Red  Sox  make  every  effort  to 
ensure  that  all  fans  are  able  to  enjoy  the  game 
in  comfort.  For  the  convenience  of  our  fans, 
Ushers  and  Security  are  posted  throughout  the 
ballpark.  In  addition,  Customer  Service  Booths 
are  located  on  the  main  concourse  behind 
home  plate  and  in  the  Bleachers.  Any  fan  in 
need  of  assistance  of  any  kind  is  urged  to  visit 
Customer  Service  where  trained  staff  people 
are  ready  to  assist. 


Tigers.  His  first  major  league  home  run  came 
over  present  teammate  Aaron  Sele  on  May 
23.  But  early  season  batting  woes,  (5-40  in 
one  stretch  in  May)  cost  him  a  return  trip  to 
the  minor  leagues.  He  was  recalled  twice  hy 
the  Mariners  that  season  including  Sept.  5 
for  the  remainder  of  the  season. 

Baltimore  Orioles  scout  Deacon  Jones 
said  that  Bragg  came  of  age  that  winter  when 
he  played  in  the  Puerto  Rican  League.  “I 
thought  he  was  the  best  player  in  the  League 
that  winter  without  a  doubt,”  said  Jones. 

“You  hear  a  lot  about  a  guy  not  being 
able  to  do  this  or  do  that,”  Bragg  said.  “But 
my  advice  to  kids  who  want  to  play  in  the 
major  leagues  is  don’t  have  “can’t”  as  a  part 
of  your  vocabulary.  Nobody  can  measure 
your  heart,  and  if  you  want  to  get  it  done  had 
enough,  you  will  find  a  way  to  overcome  all 
the  obstacles.” 

Bragg’s  final  season  with  the  Mariners 
was  last  year.  He  played  69  games  for  Seattle 
and  20  with  Tacoma  before  being  traded  to 
the  Red  Sox  on  July  30  in  exchange  for 
pitcher  Jamie  Moyer.  He  played  in  all  58 
games  for  Boston  after  the  trade  and  proved 
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the  Mariners  wrong  in  letting  him  go  with 
his  first  major  league  grand  slam  home  run 
(off  Randy  Johnson)  and  a  career-high  four 
RBI  against  them  August  24- 

His  attitude  and  style  of  play  were 
instrumental  in  helping  the  Red  Sox  achieve 
one  of  the  best  records  in  baseball  the  second 
half  of  the  season.  He  reached  base  in  49  of 
58  games  with  either  a  walk  or  a  hit,  was  12- 
42  with  men  in  scoring  position  and  had  a 
season-high  three  hits  in  a  game  seven  times. 
He  was  also  sixth  in  the  American  League 
with  1 2  outfield  assists. 

It  was  rough  after  five  years  in  the 
Mariners  organization  to  have  to  prove  him¬ 
self  again,  hut  that’s  exactly  what  Bragg 
accomplished.  “I  only  know  how  to  play  one 
way,  and  that’s  all  out  in  every  at-bat  and 
every  play  in  the  field.” 

That  winning  attitude  has  been  infec¬ 
tious  and  is  what  Bragg  says  “I  hope  people 
will  know  me  by.”  ■
